Bonaparte of sialtiinore. 

The branch of the tumiij residing in Balti 
more, Mary.aud, was derived from the marriage 
01 Jerome Bonaparte, Urollier ol the Em;»er.-r 
Napoleon 1., wi h Kiiiabeth Patterson, daughter 
ol William Patterson, an eminent mercha t in 
the city ol Baltimore. She was scarce eighteen 
ye >i sot age »h»n Jerome Bonaparte In com 
atuid or a Krtncti frigate, lauded in New Yoik, 
in 100 L She, at that time, was dittinftu.shed by 
uncommon personal beautv, and is said, more- 
over, to b.tve auiitiugly resembled the Bonaparte 
f..mily The lame ol Napuleon inaured for his 
brother Jerome a distinguished receptiou in 
America, and wherever he went he 
bospiubly enieitained. On visiting 
ho Mfl Miss Patterson, and noon became much 
attached to her, a partiality which she readily re 
turned, and being ambitious io her views ot life, 
•be at o..tv accepted his offer* of marriage, and 
was united to him December '24, 1-0 >. The 
m irriage ceremony was performed by the Bishop 
of Baltimore, John Carroll, brother ol Charles 
Carroll, or Carrollton, the signer of the Decla 
ration of Independence, and in accordance with 
the ritual ol the Roman Catholic Church. The 
marriage contract, considered of importance, 
was drawn up by Alexander J. Dallas, subse 
queutlv Secr. ury of the Treasury, and witnessed 
by several official personages, deluding the May 
or of Baltimore 

Jerome Bonaparte remained io America for a 
lull year, v, siting, with bia wile, various parts ol 
the country. At length they embarked lor Eu 
rope in the Spring of I»t'5, in the Ameri-an ship 
Ei n, uud arrived safely at Lisbon. I ue'neweof 
the marriage proved very cist isu-tul to the dicta 
tor ol Krame, partly because Jt-mme had dared 
to marry without hii consent, and partly on ac 
count ot his own wish t » unite all liis brothers 
to Emopcaii Prince-ases Be lore the ue*ly wed 
ded pair could reach Europe, an order wentlorth 
to eve y poit under French authority, lot bidding 
them to land. The hopes of the fair Amcm-an 
were now torever c!igliu-d, as Napol SM sternly 
reluscd to recognise her marriage. Jerome lelt 
her at Lisbon, and hastened to Pans, hoping by a 
personal initrvU-w to sotten th- Emperor, direct 
ir.g the vessel to proceed to Amsterdam, as the 
State ol his wile's health would not admit of her 
undergoing a Ions; land journey, even if a pass 
pon cwuld be obtained lor her, wtucli was very 
douhtiul On the Erin's arrival at Tr« xel Roads, 
Madame Bonaparte loutid that an order bad been 
awaiting her coming, which prohibited her Iroin 
landing. She was obliged to tail at once for 
England, where she established her abode, and 
at Gtmbrrweil, near London, July 7, lr*05, gave 
binh to a *un, Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte, now 
living In Baltimore. 8he never taw her husband 
again, except in a casual meeting many years af- 
ter their separation. 

Jeiome, a ho was originally much attached to 
bis wlie, in vain petitioned the Emperior to rec 
ognixe her, and was finally obliged to vieldtothe 
despot's lion will, and marry the Princess Frede 
rica Catharine, of Wurtemberg. After the 
downlali ol Napoleon, Madame Patterson (as 
•he was st> led fit a long period) visited Europe, 
and Is Said to have encountered Jerome Bona 
parte, «itli his Princess, in the gallery of the 
Piiti Palace. In Horence. On meeting," Jerome 
sui ted aside, and was overheard to say to the 
Piiucess, 'That lady la my lormer wile." He 
iusiuntlv leit the gallery, and neat morning de 
parted Irom Florence. Napoleon Bonaparte 
never succeeded in inducing the Pope Piu« VII 
to declare Jerome'« first marriage cull aud void. 
To the Pontiff's honor be it said, he invariably 
refused, and tnis proter ha: of late been brought 
forward in a question involving the rauk of the 
Baltimore Bonapartes >s princess of the Imperi i! 
household. Madume Bonaparte has, since tire 
biith ot her ton. generally resided in Baltimore, 
as she doea at present, in the possession of abun- 
dant wealth. Notwithstanding her treat rneut by 
Napoleon, she hat always txpresstd the highest 
admiration for him, ana prophecies that her 
grandson is eventually to succeed him as Ercpe 
ror ol the French— Jerome Napoleon, eon of the 
preceding, born in England, July 7, l8<»5. His 
mo'her return. d to the United States timing hit 
bo.\hood and he was reared in Baltimore He 
entered Harvard College, end graduated from 
that institution in I £36 

Mr. Bonaparte bad then some intention of 
pursuing the legal prof.-8fion, but, although be 
itudied lor tlie bar. he never practiced law. He 
was married early in life to .Miss Susan Mary 
Williams, daugliteroi Benjamin Williams, fci»q\ 
origins ly o: Roxbury, Mass. Miss Williams 
was a lady of very large foitune, which, united 
with Mr. Bonaparte'* own property, has made 
bim im« ol the wealth'**; citis- n- of Baltimore 
Since his marriage he h. s devoted hit time to the 
Datiagem< ui ol a large estate, and partly to og 
nculiura! pursuits. He has two children; a son, 
Jerome Napoleon, born in iBi'U, now In the 
French army, and another son, Charles Joseph, 
born in BHs* For m«ny year? Mr. Bonapaite 
received a handsome allowance from his father, 
with whom he was M terms of intimacy in bis 
several visits to Europe. During the reign of 
Louis Pnillippe. Mr. Bonaparte was permitted to 
Sojourn in Paris, but lor a ahort period oulv, and 
under his mother's name of Patterson. Although 
traveling- incognito, he attracted much attention 
ftom his Singular likeness to the great Emperor. 
He has always Oetn thought to resemble him 
more than any ol the monarch's own brothers 
did. He is dirtinguished by the same shape of 
the head and pc-rlect regularity of teatures. 
bronse countenance, and dark eyes of peculiar 
tint, which Napoleon had, and which ch-tracterize 
the Coisican people. His figure, too, is cast in 
the square mould which wa see in the pictures of 
Napoleon Mr Bonaparte has long been on 
good terms with Louis Napoleon, and since his 
afsumoliou of the imperial puiple, has visited the 
French Court with his son. by the invitation of 
the Emperor. In regard to the validity of his 
father's first marriage with Miss Patterson, which, 
if lully tecognizedby the Court of France, would 
give him precedence over his half brothers and 
the P.incess Mathi de, the children of Jerome's 
second marriage, nothing has as yet transpired of 
a public nature. 

The refusal of the Pope Pius VII. to confirm 
the order ol Ni.polaon 1, declaring the Ameri- 
can marriage null and void, is still maintained 
by the Pa p.. I Court. But up to this tim», all 
tm nsact ions «ff, cling the rank ot Mr Bonaparte 
and his children are considered of a delicate na 
t'.rc. in which the lami'.y alone, and not the com 
Biuuitj, have the right of inquiry. It is well 
understood, however, that Jerome ' Bonaparte is 
violently opoosed to the recognition of prece 
dence tor the Baltimore Bonapartes, and, as far 
as he is himself concerned, refuses to aeknowl 
edge his son and grandson by any name but that 
of Patterson. Jerome Napoleon, son of the pre 
ceaing, born in Baltimore, in 1832. He entered 
Harvard College, where he remained two years, 
but was transferred to West Point Military 
Academy, where he graduated high in his class 
in 1852. He remained but a short time in the 
American army, for having visited France with 
his lather, he attiacted the favorable notice of 
Napoleon III., and resisting his commission in 
the set vice of the United States, entered that ot 
the Fretich as sun lieutenant In the army. He 
took pa t in the operations of the French and 
English allies in the Crimea, and served at the 
seige ol Sevastopol, in Gen. Bosquet's division 
For his conduct, which was considered gallant 
and meritorious, he received a decoration from 
the Sultan He visited the Uuited States in 
May, I65C. His appearance, handsome and mar- 
tial, is not Napoleonic, like that of his father, It 
being tall and sleuder. He possesses fair abili 
ties, and most amiable manners and charseter, 
which win lor him many friends. His destinv is. 
Of curse, at present, mere matter or specula 
ti .n greatly depending on the will as w«U as the 
continued power of Napoleon 111.
